Mothers Given 
$150,000 More 
Aberhart Says 


The Social Credit government 
of Alberta has increased the total 
expenditure on Mothers’ Allow- 
ances by $150,000 since assuming 
office in 1935, Premier William 
Aberhart declared Saturday.

under the Mothers’ Allowance Act. 


CONFIDENT OF SUPPORT 

“I was delighted to receive an 
assurance so soon after your elec- 
tion that we may confidently look 
for your support in the efforts of 
the government to increase 
Mothers’ Allowances and similar 
social benefits,’ Premier Aberhart 
stated in his letter of reply to Mr. 
Roper. 

Mr. Roper's letter to the premier 
Saturday follows in full: 

Hon. William Aberhart, 
|Premier of Alberta, 
Parliament Buildings, 
Edmonton, Alberta, 
}Dear Mr. Premier: 

As you know, the matter of the 
payments made _ to widowed 
|mothers under The Mothers’ Allow- 
ance Act was the subject of some 
discussion during the recent by- 
election campaign in Edmonton. 
I regard the result of the election 
as an indication that the people of 
Edmonton would approve an im- 
mediate increase in the payments 
made under the Act. 


NEED FOR INCREASE 
Ordinarily a newly elected mem- 
ber might be expected to wait until 
the first session of the legislature 
after his election to press for ac- 
tion in such a matter. However, 
with winter coming on there’is an 
immediate need for an increase in 
the inadequate amount paid these 
widowed mothers, if they and their 
families are to be saved from actual 
suffering in the coming weeks. 
My information is that a mother 
and three children in Edmonton 
receive only $45.00 a month under 
the present scale. It must be vir- 
tually impossible to pay rent and 
buy sufficient food and clothing 
for a family of four people on any 
such amount, especially at the 
greatly increased prices which 
now prevail. 1! understand the 
scale paid in Edmonton is not 
lower but considerably higher 
than the average in the province. 
I urge the government to sina

LONDON, Oct. 3.— 
(BUP)—British and Cana- 
dian bombers left a trail of 
fire through the German 
Rhineland during the night 
in a raid which brought into 
its second day a non-stop 
United Nations aerial offen- 
Sive. 

An air ministry communique, 
reporting that a strong force of 
the great planes of the bomber 
command were engaged, said 
many fires were left burning in 
the heart of war industrial Ger- 
many. 

Seven planes were missing. 
Germany, giving the first report 
of the night raid, admitted damage 
to “residential quarters” but as- 


serted..that numerous planes were 
shot down. 


BIG DAYLIGHT RAID 

The great four-motored Royal Air 
Force planes of the night shift took 
over from planes of seven nations 
which in yesterday's dogfight left a 
big area of northwestern France 
dotted with the ruin of war fac- 
tories and the twisted wreckage of 
enemy planes. 

Eighty bombers, Boeing Flying 
Fortresses an. Douglas attack 
bombers of the United States 
Army Afr Force and the new 
secret Mosquito bombers of the 
R.A.F. carried out the daylight 
raids which set up a new record 
for daylight activities by the 
army. 

British, American, Canadian, New 
Zealand, Polish, Norwegian and 
Belgian squadrons were included in 
the 400 Allied fighter planes which 
swept an area 160 miles long and 50 
miles deep, 


FORTRESSES BAG 13 

The intrepid fortresses shot down 
themselves 13 German Focke Wulf- 
90 fighters which attacked them, 
former members of the R.A.F. Eagle 
squadrons now in the U.S, Army Air 
Force shot down four and a Polish 
ace shot down another for a total 
of 18 against loss of six Allied 
planes, the pilot of one of which 
was safe. 

It was the second operational 
flight of the new British Mos- 
quitos, the new Allied answer to 
the airman’s dream of a bomber 
plane fast enough and tough 
enough to strike deep into enemy 
territory by broad daylight and 
outrun pursuing enemy fighter 
planes to get home.

Adolf Hitler had promised the 
German people that Stalingrad

Dispatches said the Germans 
failed to gain a yard today, In 
several previous days, they had 
achieved only minor successes

Only military reas- 
oning, not Hitlerain dramatics, had 
dictated the costly siege, he con- 
tended. 

He clearly made Stalingrad the 
military key to the horn-of-plenty 
he pictured as opened by his Rus- 
sian conquests not only for Ger- 
mans and their Axis mates; but 
for soon-to-be-Hitlerized Europe. 


That is where the exception 
noted above presents itself.

Once the mission had left I could really get down to work. 
There wasn’t much else to do in Moscow but work. But there 
wasn’t much work to do. Alice Leon Moats, who had spent the 
past six months in Moscow, had done such a fine job that 
there wasn't a great deal left for me. Meanwhile, we played 


poker and I spent half my time pulling 
strings to get that Stalin interview.

There are 190 million people in 
Russia and they speak at least 60 
languages and dialects. Today they 
ali speak through a single voice; it 
belongs to the dapper bearded man 
who once sold matches and lemons 
on the streets of a small village far 
from Moscow. Then, a ragged eight- 
year-old urchin, he was Solomon 
Abramovich Dridzo. Today, a pol- 
ished, suave 63, he is vice-commis- 
sar for foreign asfairs, the spokes- 
man for the Soviet Information 
bureau and the Kremlin, and is 
known as Solomon Abramovich Lo- 
zovsky Many years ago he picked 
his new name from the city of Lo- 
zovaya. 


CATAPULTS INTO FAME 


The name Lozovsky was hardly 
known outside of labor circles until 
the Germans marched into Russia. 
Then, as spokesman for the Krem- 
lin, as the only official with whom 
correspondents had any dealings, 
he catapulted into fame. Today, 
next to Stalin, Molotov, Voroshilov 
and Timoshenko, he is probably the 
best-knewn Russian in the- world. 
He occupies much the same posi- 
tion in Moscow as Doctor Paul

The food at the National was ex- 
cellent. We could always get caviar 
and vodka and eggs and fresh vege-

change living at the National was 
far more expensive than living at 
the Savoy Hotel in London or at

one could hire a car from the In- 
tourist garage, but: that cost $20 a 
day. Mostly we waiked. Automo- 
biles and gasoline were very scarce 
in Moscow. 

One night we were playing in my 
room when the phone rang. It was 
11 o'clock, Lozovsky was calling. 
Could I hurry to the foreign office 
immediately to see him? I had no 
car, I protested.

There is one difference between 
them. Goebbels deals in lies. Lo- 
zovsky tells the truth. He doesn’t 
tell nearly as much of the truth as 
correspondents would wish, but 
none of us ever caught the vice- 
commissar in a tie. He is far too 
clever and too evasive in answer- 
ing questions which policy dictates 
should be left unanswered to re- 
sort to the clumsy fabrication of 
lies. But, unfortunately, corres- 
pondents are not interested in the 
truth. We are interested in news. 


Twice a week Lozovsky held 
press conferences, We attended 
religiously, asked dozens of ques- 
tions, and then left with the un- 
comfortable feeling that once 
more the man who sat at the 
head of the table had completely 
outwitted us and told us only 
what he had made up his mind 
to tell us before the press con- 
ference opened. He did it with 
such charm and humor that it 
was difficult to become annoyed. 


In addition to being the spokes- 
man for the Soviet, he was also in 
charge of censorship. The censor in 
any country is the natural enemy 
of reporters. Had he been in any 
other job, we might have liked the 
pleasant, affable, well-dressed man 
with the twinkling eyes. But, after 
all, he was the head censor. 
| At 12, Lozovsky graduated from 
;the matches-and-lemons trade to 
become a butcher’s hoy. Later, as 
a youth he became a blacksmith’s 
helper. No trace of this hard adol- 
escent life can be seen in the slen- 
der hands, the well-groomed nails 
of Lozovsky, nor is there a trace of 
peasant accent in his cultured 
speech. In addition to Russian, he 
speaks perfect French and Ger- 
man; he speaks English reluctantly 
but much better than he realizes, 
and his Spanish is good.

It was in the barracks that he 


learned the elements of that form 
of social democracy which Lenin 
later stamped with his own pers6n- 
ality and transformed into a high 
revolutionary doctrine under which 
nearly 200,000,000 people live today. 
It wasn't long before Lozovsky, 
with revolutionary zeal burning in 
his young heart, joined the Social 
Democratic party, the party whose 
members were known as Bolshe- 
viks. 

He moved to Lozovaya where he 
gave lessons on ihe new social phil- 
osophy to workers. It was here that 
he found his metier. Unions were 
being formed surreptitiously in Lo- 
zovaya by workers, Our young zea- 
lot plunged into this enterprise 
with joy; it was a chance to traffs- 
form his theories and his beliefs 
into practice. But in 1903, the Czar- 
ist police were a bit intolerant of 
those who had the impudence to 
demand decent conditions and rea- 
sonable hours for workers. § 


For the first time, but far from 
the last, Lozovsky was tossed into 
durance vile. During the next de- 
cade, he was in and out of jail with 
commendable regularity. By now, 
| Dridzo existed only in police re- 
cords. He was Lozovsky to the 
workers of Russia, Once, after a 
jail-break, he was recaptured and 
exiled to Irkutsk, but even the 
wastes of that desolate region could 
not confine our slippery comrade. 
He bobbed up in France where he 
combined revolutionary journalism 
with union activities, 

It was in Paris that he met Lenin 
and, like nearly everyone else who 
met the then young, vigorous revo- 
lutionist, Lozovsky fell completely 
under his spell. Lenin had the gift 
of making men worship him. He 
backed up all of his eloquence in 
expounding the Marxist doctrine 
with an intense practicability end a 
knack ot putting those theories to 
work. Lozovsky and Lenin were 
friends until the death of the great 
revolutionary leader. Lozovsky en- 


dured his Paris exile until 1917 
when he-returned to Russia. Since 
then, he has given a quarter of a 


century's devoted service to his 
country, Lozovsky was no “yes 
man.”

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| When he was not backward 
about saying what he thought of 
the party line during the October 
revolution, and when he insisted

But he turned | 
in his dreams of a world-wide labor 
union in exchange for a heavy red 
dispatch case out of which at press 
conferences he sometimes pulls se- 
cret German documents with the 
studied casualness of a conjurer 
pulling a rabbit out of a hat. 

Press conferences with Lozovsky 
lacked the spontaneous humor and 
gayety of a White House confer- 
ence. There was little of the usually 
good-natured, sometimes acrimon- 
ious, discussions of a Brendan 
Bracken press conference<n Lon- 
don. Bracken usually terminates 
his conferences with a sigh of relief 
and a cheerful “Thank God, that’s 
over. Now let's all have a drink.” 


A TYPICAL SCENE 

Usually there were 12 of us seat- 
ed around a long table at Lozov- 
sky's press conferences. There 
were three Russian reporters, five 


Americans, three British and one 
South American. It was a large,} 
pleasant room with pictures cf

on us. A door at the end of the 
room would open and Lozovsky, |! 
accompanied by a secretary and by |

Lozovsky nearly always stuck to

Northern B.C. Coast Missionary 
Will Relate His Experiences 


A man who combines a sea- 
faring life with an Alpine one is 
in Edmonton to tell about his 
experiences. He is the Rev. Ed- 
ward W., Slater of the Northern 
British Columbia coast mission, 
and he will make four addresses 
here over this week-end. 

Mr. Slater is the missionary-skip- 
per of the “Northern Cross,” a boat 
built and put into service on the 
coast of the Caledonia diocese in 
1931. He became its captain in 
1936, 

Born in Edmonton, he left here 
when seven years old, and this is 
his first return visit. 

His present post is unusual in 
that, as well as studying for the 
ministry, he was required to learn 
navigation and Diesel-engineering. 
His crew consists of his wife and} 
one helper. ~ 


he ministers to the people of an 
area of 5,000 square miles of sea 
and land, from the Alaskan borders 
on the north to the Skeena river on 
the south, serving both Indians and 
whites, 

For nine months of the year he 
travels on the “Northern Cross,” 
while during the remaining three 
months he and his wife take up resi- 
dence at Stewart, B.C. 

Here he exchanges his boat for a 
pair of skis and hikes into the 
mountains to visit the miners, find- 
ing time to pursue his hobby of 
photography, 

His parish includes isolated trap- 
pers, miners and fishermen, and he 
regularly visits two towns in the 
southeastern part of Alaska, 


MANY ACTVITIES 


Besides holding services, admin- 
istering the Sacrament of Holy 


the “Northern Cross” has served as 
an ambulance, and its skipper is 
sometimes called upon to distribute 
clothing or aid the unfortunate in 
other ways, He also provides read- 
ing material for his people, as the 
boat carries a well-stocked library. 

“Where I go, I find you have to 
live religion, not only preach it,” 
he explains. 

The coast mission is carried out 
under the auspices of the mission- 
ary society of the Church of Eng- 
land in Canada.

Things to Remember 


Last year one 10,000-ton cargo vessel 
was completed in Canada, This year 50 
have been built, and a new one is now 
sliding down the ways every three days. 
For a country where shipbuilding was a 
very much minor industry in pre-war 
days, that is good going. 

In addition some 4,700-tonners are be- 
ing built in eastern ports and naval ves- 
sels are being turned out ten times faster 
than ships of all kinds were being built 
in Dominion yards three years ago. 

These are things Canadians should 
jot down and remember, along with the 
equally remarkable figures given out 
from time to time showing that corres- 
ponding output of planes and tanks and 
guns has been achieved. Whatever objec- 
tionable tendencies we may have devel- 
oped under war conditions, a disposition 
to blow our horn too Joudly is not charge- 
able against the people of the Dominion. 

Quite the contrary. We have put far 
more into this war in the shape of equip- 
ment and munitions than any other na- 
tion of comparable size ever put into any 
wary. 

Even if we don’t want to boast about 
it, this is something we ought to get and 
keep clearly in mind.

We Know the Worst 
Delegates to the convention of the 


chambers of commerce of Canada heard 
from Hon, J. L. Usley and Deputy Min- 
ister Clark that war taxation is now about 
as high as it is thought advisable or even 
Safe to impose. Mr. Clark warned that to 
raise taxation too high would kill initi- 
alive and thus slow down production. 
There can be little doubt of that. How- 
ever patriotic people may be, the state 
must leave them some fair margin of 
profits and wages if it is expected that 
they will exert themselves to the limit— 
and production to the limit is needed now. 
Nothing less can guarantee victory. 

There have been rumors, and a some- 
what wide apprehension, that federal tax- 
ation would be raised again next year. The 
statements by the minister and deputy 
minister of finance are therefore timely, 
and will be welcomed by the public. There 
is general agreement that the more of the 
war's cost we can pay during wartime the 
better. But even that sound principle 
could be applied to the point of discourag 
ing producers all along the line from the 
work bench to the desk of the industrial 
executive, 

Canadians are now paying heavily and 
paying cheerfully. They will pay all the 
more cheerfully,,and work all the harder, 
for knowing that the whole surplus pro- 
ceeds of their labor are not to be taken 
away from them—as is done under Hit- 
ler’s “new order” of things in Germany.

The Fight Goes on 


Still the fight for Stalingrad goes. on, 
and the big announcement which Herr 
Hitler was billed to make three weeks ago 
has not been made yet. Instead, he is re- 
ported to have issued orders this week 
that the place must be taken “at any 
cost.” This is the 40th day that his dive 
bombers and tank divisions and artillery 
and infantry have been blasting and storm- 
ing in an all-out attack. The Hitler pres- 
tige demands that the job be finished 
quickly “at any cost” in the lives and 
limbs of German soldiers. 

Stalingrad has the distinction of hav- 
ing withstood a continuous blitzkrieg 
longer than any other place. For a prece- 
dent in sustained attack and defence one 
must go back to Verdun. And there is this 
great difference. The French knew that 
if they gave way at Verdun their armies 
would be destroyed and France overrun, 
The Russians at Stalingrad know that 
they could step back across the Volga and 
their armies would be still intact and their 
country able to resist. They have held the 
city for the damage they could do to the 
enemy, rather than because of the dam- 
age its loss would do to Russia. 

Sentiment has of course played its 
part in inspiring the defence of the city 
which bears the name of Stalin, and which 
bore the title of Russian rulers long be- 
fore Stalin's time. But strategy takes pre- 
cedence over sentiment in the making of 
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war plans. The Russian high command 
has been keeping one eye on the enemy 
and the other on the weather. Winter 1s 


not far off. When it comes Stalingrad 
will be more defensible if the Russians 


still hold it, and of little use to the Nazis 
if they gain it. 

Should a blizzard sweep down the 
Volga, it is even conceivable that the de- 
fenders may quietly withdraw and leave 
Hitler the pile of debris for which he has 
made German mothers and wives and 
children pay such a terrible price.

In de- 
tail this means that people who do not live 
on farms and “grow their own” will have 
to get along on an average amount of 21% 
pounds per person per week, In view of 
the situation that has developed here, 
Canadians will hardly be surprised if sim- 
ilar measures are applied in the Dominion. 
If the allowable amount is not cut below 
21% pounds per week there will be no 
great cause for complaint.

The first is that any sociological 
project that waits to be accomplish- 
ed until the end of the war will 
| never be accomplished at all. 

There is an intoxication of vic- 
tory, as those who lived through 
the last war sadly remember, that 
can change the psychology of the 
country overnight. There are new 
temporary enthusiasms that wipe 
out the memory of past distress. 

We cannot take the chance of 
waiting until we are overtaken by 
that exalted and  over-confident 
frame of mind. 

Right now, we are up against 
reality. We are saner and clearer- 
headed today than we have been 
in the past 23 years. 

It is exceedingly dangerous and, 
indeed, hopeless, to wait until we 
are prodigal-minded and emotion- 
ally “nigger rich” in the extrava- 
gartt ecstasies of a newly discovered 
peace. 

If we wait until the war is over 


the right of the government to is-| 
sue credit and money debt-free in| 
terms ot public need. 

This matter of credit control has | 
a moral as well as economic impli- | 
cations, and it seems to me that | 
every Christian should support a 
monetary reform of our financial | 
system with all the power they can

Road Opposed 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3—(AP)— 
A second highway to Alaska, along 
route “A” from Seattle north, 
should not be undertaken at this 
time in the opinion of the Federal 
Works Agency. 

Its position was made known to- 
day by Delegate Anthony J. Di- 
mond of Alaska who had introduced 
legislation to authorize construction 
of the highway along the route 
recommended by the Alaska Inter- 
national Highway Cominission. 

Alan Johnstone, general counsel 
for the F.W.A., said in a letter to 
Chairman Wilburn Cartwright 
(Dem., Okla.) of the House of Re- 
presentatives roads committee 
that since the United States army 
was constructing the prairie route 
highway to Alaska construction of 
the “A” route would interfere with 
the war effort. 

Johnstone said the budget bur- 
eau had advised the F.W.A, that 
construction of the second road 
would “not be in accord with the 
program of the President at this 
time.”

North Workers 


Get Supplies 
Of Fresh Fruits 


Tasty fresh fruits and vege- 
tables will be served to men 
working on war projects in the 
North West Territories this wint- 
er, and as wide a variety of fruits 
and vegetables will appear on 
dining tables at Fort Norman, 
Yellowknife and other busy north- 
ern centres, as on the average 
home in Edmonton. 

During September approximately 
90,000 pounds of fruits and vege- 
tables were shipped to northern 
points by a city fruit company, H. 
Harvey Harrison, company man- 
agei, stated Saturday. 

Approximately 50 per cent of this 
amount was made up of fresh vege- 
tables grown in the Edmcnton dist- 
rict, he stated, the balance being 
apples, winter pears, oranges, 
lemons, grapefruit and some small 
fruits. 

Apples shipped to the northern 
centres were picked in British Col- 
umbia, and were specially packed 
for shipping. The varieties sent 
north included McIntosh Reds, De- 
licious and Yellow Newtons, The 
apples were picked earlier than 
those marketed here in Edmonton, 
and were individually wrapped and 
packed in padded boxes. These 
boxes were securely wired. Every 
precaution was taken in packing to 
prevent bruising. 

Oranges, lemons and grapefruit 
sent north were specially picked 
and treated in California to stand 
shipping and storing, Mr. Harrison 
stated. The huge consignment of 
fruit and vegetables went north in 
four shipments, the last of which 
went out this week.
